Thought I'd contribute my $.02 on this thread of matching our old link-co= 
upled transmitters to a 50 ohm load. I manage to get more range for the = 
links on my 80 and 40 meter Command Sets by filing off the stop on the co= 
g wheel that limits the ability of the rotating link to come into a full,= 

horizontal position with respect to the plate coil. (That was well-know= 
n-to-those-who-knew-it-well back in the 1950's.) If that doesn't provide= 

enough coupling, adding a few more fixed turns around the plate coil and= 

puting them in series aiding with the link will allow you to load the co= 
mmand sets as much as you please into 50 ohms. =20

I used to run NOTHING but Command set/ ARC-5 transmitters when I was going to 

High School in the early 50's! Best power supply I devised was a 700 volter using 
a pair of 816 rectifiers. I used a big 100 watt voltage divider and tapped off 
the 

+250 volts for oscillator plate/ 1625 screens. Used a VR-105 and VR-150 voltage 
regulator in series from tap to ground. The slider being set so that the VR tubes 
were still lit in a "key down" situation. This pretty much eliminated the chirp 


all together. 

I had a similar situation with the TCS-12 recently. REALLY chirpy if the 
+200- 
+250 volt supply to oscillator wasn't regulated! In this case, I used a pair of 
miniature 
based regulators in series, and later a BIG 50 watt 200 volt zener diode. It 
didn't 
do any better job than the old regulator tubes.

The case is OK with no dents or 
extra holes but it does have a number of scratches. It is missing the 
back cover. 


The S-41W is the rarest of the three models in this series and they do 
not show up very often. I started in ham radio with an 

S-41W in 1962 that my dad had purchased in 1945. I still have it and 
one other.

I used to run NOTHING but Command set/ ARC-5 transmitters when I was goin= 
g to 

High School in the early 50's! Best power supply I devised was a 700 vol= 
ter using 

a pair of 816 rectifiers. I used a big 100 watt voltage divider and tapp= 
ed off the 

+250 volts for oscillator plate/ 1625 screens. Used a VR-105 and VR-150 = 
voltage 


regulator in series from tap to ground. The slider being set so that the= 
VR tubes 
were still lit in a "key down" situation. This pretty much eliminated th= 
e chirp 
all together. 
I had a similar situation with the TCS-12 recently. REALLY chirpy if= 
the +200- 
+250 volt supply to oscillator wasn't regulated! In this case, I used a = 
pair of 
miniature 
based regulators in series, and later a BIG 50 watt 200 volt zener diode. 
It didn't 
do any better job than the old regulator tubes.

Thought I'd contribute my $.02 on this thread of matching our old link-co= 
upled 

transmitters to a 50 ohm load. I manage to get more range for the links = 
on my 80 and 

40 meter Command Sets by filing off the stop on the cog wheel that limits= 
the ability 

of the rotating link to come into a full, horizontal position with respec= 
t to the 

plate coil. (That was well-known-to-those-who-knew-it-well back in the 1= 
950's.) If 

that doesn't provide enough coupling, adding a few more fixed turns aroun= 
d the plate 

coil and puting them in series aiding with the link will allow you to loa= 
d the 

command sets as much as you please into 50 ohms. 


I also had one mighty chirp in my 40 meter Command Set that didn't yield 
to the usual 

fixes, like bypassing the 1625 filaments at their sockets or running the 
oscillator 

continuously and just keying the final or even running the oscillator fro= 
ma 

regulated power supply. The thing that finally cut into the chirp was wr= 
apping 

several turns of the power supply cord outside of the set through a ferri= 


te torroid. 

Must have been too much output RF getting into the oscillator via the pow= 
er leads. 

Strangely, I've never had a 40 meter Command Set that did not chirp, and = 
I've never 

had an 80 meter Command Set that did chirp. Anyone else have similar exp= 
eriences?
